REFLECTIONS 

The today we are celebrating is the combination of many 
yesterdays; ‘together they promise us a tomorrow better than 
either. Three graduates, a senior and a faculty member took 
time one night to reflect on these things. Mr. Gary Thomp- 
son, Student Council President; Mrs. Dorothy Shoemaker, 
REFLECTIONS editor; Miss Donna Fish, Miss CBC; Miss Jan- 
ette Post, Spiritual Chairman of Moore Hall, and Miss Joann 
Allison, Instructor, shared the following thoughts with each 
other and with us. 


SPIRITUAL 


JA How do you feel about the spiritual life on campus? 

GT_ I would personally like to see some changes in chapels. 
Sometimes we are pounded to death with doctrinal messages 
but are never exposed to some important things. I feel like 
young people this age - you could have a whole week on 
marriage and things like that. Some good concrete practical 
things that would really help us, besides doctrinal sermons. 

JA You think, then, that we should plan topically, besides 
bringing in special speakers? 

GT Yes. In a seminary-type situation you have certain lec- 
tures on certain subjects. You could have lectures on marital 
relationships and stuff . 

JA_ What about the spiritual life of the campus beyond chapel? 
As a married student, Dorothy, does the college minister to 
the spiritual needs of the married couples? 

DS. We did have fabulous prayer meetings that Dr. Henry 
coordinated. We have pretty much made our own spiritual 
lives. We have gotten a lot from classes. We have had more 
spiritual fellowship by the married couples this year than in 
the past. It is hard to get everyone together at one time. 

GT You need a more open type thing so that a student doesn't 
need to feel guilty when he is trying to balance his studies 
with his devotional life. The person who is head of the dorm 
should be aware of these things. More voluntary spiritual 
activities should be included, rather than compulsory. 

JP That is where I really was frustrated. I felt that two 
required dorm prayer meetings a month wasn't too much to 
ask for. And then two voluntary ones. Those prayer meetings 
they started around the clock really frustrated me, and there 
were conflicts. 

JA There do seem to be a lot of pressures connected with 
ptayer meetings. There are class prayer meetings, dorm 
prayer meetings, missionary prayer band, the witness team. 
Do you feel that we would do better to have fewer group 
prayer meetings and try to emphasize spiritual life in a more 
individualized manner? : 

GT Sooner or later you realize that you cannot attend every- 
thing and you can let others string you out too much. A lot of 
freshmen come in ready for anything and think others are not 
spiritual because they are not at everything. 

DS It is all Biblical to share one another's burdens and have 
spiritual fellowship. But when it comes right down to it, it is 
your own experience that counts. I think freshmen find secu- 
rity and shelter in the group activities. But by the time you 
are a senior, if you haven't learned to dig into the scriptures 
and find God yourself, you have wasted your time here. I'm 
not saying that upper classmen are above the group activi- 
ties. 

JA We have talked about our upgrading academically. How 
about spiritually? : 

DF I know it's good to recognize where we need improve- 
ments, but I do think we have made some progress. One real 
asset to the College was when Don Crooks joined the staff. I 
think the dimension he gave was that a person can be a 
Christian today without stepping back into the last century. 


ACADEMIC 


JA Gary, as a Th.B student, what are your reflections about 
the scholastic level of the Th.B. program? 

GT I feel it is really good. The academic challenge comes in 
the last two years of the program, like hermeneutics and 
Biblical theology. They make you dig in and study a little 
more. 

JA How do you react to the basic, core requirements? 

GT The variety of requirements are good because you need to 
have an involved knowledge of facts in different areas. Miss 
Garfoot, our freshman English teacher said, ''Blessed is the 
student who sees the interrelatedness of all subjects."' I think 
we need a class to draw them all together to show the impor- 
tance of English in preaching, and things like that, a sort of 
summation senior level course. 

JA Dorothy, how did you feel about the BA program? 

DS The exposure in all areas is good, and if we could have 
gone into more depth. But we didn't have time, of course. I 
think in some courses like history, it is hard to see the bene- 
fit of them. 

GT I feel they need to have a teacher in there who could show 
the importance of the historical progression and things. 
Learning a bunch of facts could drive you batty - no relativ- 
ism. We need to know the reactions from the religious and 
secular sides, and things like that. 

JA Sometimes the value of the course is not in the subject 
matter but in how it is handled by the instructor. 

GT Yes. I had a history teacher who made it interesting by 
adding things while he taught. 

JA Donna, did you keep the same academic goal all the way 
through or did you change? 

DF When I first came I had only planned on staying two years. 
Then when I realized how ignorant I was, I felt the Lord 
wanted me to stay for four! I started in the Christian Educa- 
tion program because I didn't really know what else to go 
into then. But I found out later in trying to schedule that I 
didn't have enough hours in CE to make it, so it was sug- 
gested I switch to missions. Come to find out, that's what I 
was most interested in anyway, and where I should have 
been, so I'm glad it worked out that way. It turned out to be 
a practical move. 

JA In your schedule were you able to take pretty much what 
you wanted to or were the requirements so arranged that it 
was too tight? 

DF I know I was more fortunate than some and was able to 
take a lot of what I wanted, especially at the upper levels. 
We were caught in a transitional period when program 
requirements changed, and things worked out pretty well. 

DS _ I think there needs to be some more to choose from in the 
later years, like more upper level Bible courses. When you 
get to be a senior, sometimes there is not much left to take. 

GT In the area of scholarships, I feel there should be more 
academic recognition of GPA's than a notation on the pro- 
gram at graduation. Like some high schools line up in the 
order of their GPA. 

JA Previously, scholarships were based a lot on need, but now 
that we have so much better financial aid and grants, the 
scholarships are headed more and more toward academic 
recognition. 





Christianity is relevant to all time, and that's important to 
develop in recruiting new students. He has brought out some 
answers to holiness in this age. 

JA Gary, what about you? Have things changed spiritually, or 
do you feel that perhaps the change was in you? 

GT That's a good point! Personal contact with people tells a 
lot about them. I stayed in a room with a couple of guys at 
another college and it isn't too long before you know what is 
happening around campus. Personal friendliness says a lot 
about practical Christianity. I think since I have been here I 
see that it is reaching out to students in a friendly outgoing 
manner that influences students. Don Crooks did add a great 
deal in that area. 


SOCIAL 


JA Dorothy, had you ever been on our campus before you 
came to school? ~ 

DS Yes, for youth conference. 

JA How did you find the social atmosphere on campus? 

DS _ Ithas always been easy for me to make friends, but I hated 
some things about the atmosphere (not the rules, I knew they 
were necessary), but some of the attitudes of upperclassmen, 
especially about dating. We are getting better. 

JA How about life in the dorm with the girls? 

DS | There are cliques, but that is the way our society is made 
up. There are leaders, and there are those people who do the 
work, and people from different economic and social back- 
grounds who just naturally group together. Donna and I would 
probably never have been friends when I first came - cultural 
determinism. 

JA Is it the same in the guys dorm, Gary, with match-offs? 

GT You look for friends. There are dome guys I wouldn't want 
for my close friends, and they wouldn't want me either. We 
don't have anything to offer one another. People are extra 
friendly and reach out, but I am sure as you get into a 
smaller group, you get into one of your own choosing. You 
get where you are comfortable. 

JA As an upperclassman, do you put any effort into helping 
the new incoming student succeed, or do you just say, hey 
this is the way I had to do it, so sink or swim! 

JP I just try to feel them out, care about them, make them 
laugh and feel at home. I make a friend and get to know 
them all whenever I see them. I visit their rooms at night! 

GT I think we should have more things for the whole student 
body to participate in - it should be some kind of atmosphere 
where people will want to participate. Some people feel 
they don't want to come because they don't have a date. 
Maybe there could be something done. 

JA If you strike out the commuters, our number has not 
changed. We are more remote from one another. What about 
the fact that most of the social activities of the year are 
required attendance? Should they be required or not? Would 
anyone come if they weren't required? 

GT As student council president, if we would have our activi- 
ties on a different night than dating night, they would be 

+more willing to come to a mass-type setting. 

JA There are many reasons. Some don't want to go because 
they DON'T have a date, and some don't want to go because 
they DO have a date! These things serve a good function. 
But I don't know if required attendance is achieving anything 
or not. They should be made interesting enough so people 
WANT to come. The student council has made some very 
good improvements this year Gary. 

GT We need to get more things special, off campus, etc. 

JA Socially, there is room for improvement. 

GT What I think you could do is have different people 
involved in the planning. Maybe if we had one committee to 
promote all parties as one job all year, instead of giving it to 
different classes. You could have representation from each 

_Class. Not only to plan but to promote. 


FUTURE 


In response to a question about their education and future 
plans, Gary, Dorothy, and Donna made the following state- 
ments. 

GT I feel the opportunities are unlimited for the future. I 
believe I could go into a lot of fields. I personally do not 
feel that Circleville Bible College's education is terminal. 
Like when you get out you are not ready for even pastoral 
work. I feel it would be far more advantageous to go on to 
seminary and invest a few years before you spend thirty or 
forty in service. We seem to be caught in this - people are 
divided on it. I like to look at the dynamic rather than the 
static type thing. I like teaching, evangelism, pastoring, 
counseling, traveling. I don't know what God will do with 
all of that but that is how I see God working in my life. I 
really like pastoral work to see people grow and help them 
develop. But I like change and excitement, too. My imme- 
diate plans are to go to seminary and graduate, and possibly 
even take a doctorate of ministries program, but you have to 
have practical experience before you get into that. Long 
range - I would like to do some writing. I would like to build 
a big church for the glory of God, and then wherever God 
would lead. I feel my long range would be the thirty years I 
have after seminary, and short range would be to get all my 
solid preparation now. 

DS_I feel like first of all we have been provided with a real 
good foundation here to build on. Anyone in the whole 
world, no matter what they are going to do, secular or what- 
ever, I would really recommend they get an education like I 
have had in the past four years. But I do feel limited, like in 
teaching, I would have to go on to school. The Lord is lead- 
ing that way in the the not too distant future. My short range 
plans are to stay where we are (Pickaway County Children's 
Service), and get established financially and help the kids 
we are working with. I need to feel secure in a lot of areas 
and I feel that eventually I personally want to go to Arizona 
and I feel the Lord may open that door but I want more edu- 
cation before I go to anything permanent. 

DF When I look back at the past four years, I really cherish 
my education here, because it is not purely academic. I can 
echo Dorothy in saying I would recommend it for anyone, 
because it is really an important part of preparing yourself as 
a person for life. It helps you to learn and grow in all areas. 
One of my friends asked me what can I do with my diploma, 
it doesn't qualify me for anything. And there are limitations 
of course, but vocationally speaking, usually any liberal arts 
diploma is not complete in itself. As far as graduate school 
goes, I will be deficient in some courses like lab sciences 
(believe me, I really AM deficient in those courses!) and I 
will have to make them up. What I want to do is combine a 
missions and journalism concentration in the communica- 
tions program. My background here in missions will be a big 
help; I have had some journalism. I do have goals for my 
life, and can see the Lord's guidance and direction into cer- 
tain areas, but I don't feel like I can just sit down and say 
this and this is what I am going to do because I feel the Lord 
can prepare you, and then may use you in more than one way 
in service, leading you a step at a time. You never know 
where all He may take you.
